Services shall be provided in
accordance wth the individual service or treatnent plan
devel oped for an individual under this Section. The
i ndi vi dual shal | initially be screened for potential
eligibility by the appropriate State agency and, if the
individual 1s deenmed probably eligible for a disability
service or program a conprehensive evaluation of t he
i ndi vidual shall be conducted to determ ne the services and
prograns appropriate for that individual. The array of
avai |l abl e services shall be described in the D sabilities
Services Inplenmentation Plan required under this Act and

shall include, but need not be limted to:"; and

in Section 20, by replacing the first 2 paragraphs of
subsection (a) with the foll ow ng:

"(a) The Governor shall appoint an advisory committee
to assist in the developnent and inplenentation of a
Disabilities Services Inplenentation Plan that will ensure

conpliance by the State of Illinois with the Anmericans wth
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Disabilities Act and the decision in Onstead v. L.C., 119
S.C. 2176 (1999). The advisory commttee shall be known as
the Illinois Disabilities Services Advisory Conmttee and
shall be conposed of no nore than 33 nenbers, including:
persons who have a physical disability, a devel opnental
di sability, or a ment al illness; seni or citizens;
representatives of statew de organi zations that advocate for
per sons wth physical disabilities; representatives of
statewi de organizations that advocate for persons W th
devel opnent al disabilities; representatives of statew de
organi zations that advocate for persons with nental illness;
representatives of statew de organizations that advocate for
senior citizens; representatives of statew de organizations
that represent providers of services to persons with physical
di sabilities, devel opnental disabilities, and nental ill ness;
representatives of statew de organizations that represent

provi ders of services to senior citizens; and representatives

of organi zed | abor."; and
after the last Iine of Section 25, by inserting t he
fol | ow ng:

"Section 30. Entitlenents. This Act does not create any
new entitlenment to a service, program or benefit, but shal
not be construed to affect any entitlenent to a service,

program or benefit created by any other law".
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
